Tita lecond lecture of I)r. Lnotiiau* 
will he found in thii day'a Htrafct, and 
Wai delivered ort Tuesday evening to the 
rnott crowded audience we ever rcmenrber 
lo have tern gathered in the wall, uf the 
theatre of the Institution.

With regard iu the animal kin 
the Doctor exhibited aeveral 
which he had brought with him, i 
which wai a most formidable 
head of a cruc-odile. 

In this lecture, ai in the preceding one, 
tbeencmpgre digreuiom of Dr. Lwcii- 
lURiir, in eiplanatiun uf the facli itated, 
were, perhapi, the moit pieaaing portioni 
of the lecture, and always drew from hii 
audience burin of applause, 1 he tame 
graceful and earneit delivery which cha- 
racterised the first lecture, lent its charm 
to that delivered on Tuesday night, and 
at the close, when (he persevering tra- 
veller announced hit intention of again 
encountering the " danger* of forest and 
of flood," in October neat, and ikelched 
the [route which be proposed to take, he 
wai greeted with fervent and prolonged 
applanie, in which we are sure he would 
not fill to read the expression of the 
warmest hopei for his safety and suc- 
cess.

Bsveral ■lieclea of figs, tbs rough purple fig

MitcblU w* met a brush wsllnhi nf a brnwuiah 
colour and very coin* hair, (halmatomi 
agilis gid.j, which WU common all round Ihe 
Oulf oT Carpentarls. At ibthtadof th««ulf 
a dark grey ksnguoo wu killed ; ii bed a nail 
si the end of ihi tail, but appeared to differ 
from mac input unguilty of Uuutd, in in 
darker colour. LigutohHtre was killed at tha 
t.bl* land ejf the MutJekin. Tbe kangaroo- 
rat (Betmnnia) ... obiorvcd wh.iever dry 
grau otfercd a hiding place. It drl not dlNll 
ffnm the apeclea ul Moreton Bay, (It rufe*- 
cors) ; in Iht scrub*, one of my blsckfsl- 
luas .iv, however, another species wiih a 
tawny back, which buc.nie black to wsrda the 
hinder eatT.oultiev ■ 

1'hi opuHiutni ind flying iquiri.ls emmed tu 
disappear to tin- rmrib u-i.rij, ol were at least *o 
eilent at n'ght that wo tmim lately awnr* of 
thstr preien. e. On ih* Up[tr Buidckin, on 
Iha Lynd and Milchtll, ihe ring-liLled opoa- 
in (I'halingiiu C'ookii) >u caught, anil at 
I'ott K.singioti opouumt ind lugu iquilreii 
(Peuutus tclui.ua) h.d been very numerous 
according to Captain llacanbur. bul had now 
almost disappeared. The bendlooot fperamelu 
n.auti). wu one arte nally atcn and killed u 
far** the Lynd, where it uied to coin* at 
night into our camp. The nativv cat (d aay- 
urua m.ugeij, wu very numeroua along the 
Upper Lynd, and frequently riilied our larder 
when it contained flesh (line, 

Moil uuful to ua wtr* two ipetira nf flying 
fox (pttrnpwa), a am all one with I bright fol. 
coloured neck, and a larger one uf a generally 
dtrker cnliur. Tlieae animsls were tiued. 
Ingly numcroui at the held nf the lloter, and 
in lb* p.tebes ..f bru.h klong tht AUigstur 
Hirer. The large aperies an leulllkably 
fat, and we killed enteral limea great numbats 
of them, whieb »*r* uu.-t welcome al our din. 
nei. They were living on lh« blossoms of 
stveisl gum-lreei, and when feeding doling 
tilt night uaed to make an inccaaanl acreeebin| 
nobje, * 

Several mice or tat-like rodentii were killed 
at Iho commencement of our journey ; but tbey 
were vtry rate, and sever attempted to make 
free with our prsviiiom. 

Thewtniofinieeueipliini euWcitnlly tb* 
rare occurrence ol bail. 

The hslivsdog wu frequently besrd howling 
round our camp, particulsily in countries which 
•bounded witb t,amt. Several lime* ihey ram* 
at mght into tbt tamp lo gnaw bone* which 
we had left. That of Fort Bsrlngton ver.nl 
largoi and uioiH darbig than oihen, as It at. 
tacka goata, and will come even into the en- 
closures to carry away fowls. 

The huffulo, which we met first el Ih* 
Alligaloi River, ia noi indigenous, but 
ported from the Malay Islands. 

I bate teen no difference in lb* phvaical 
conatituiion of the natiret of lb* east roast of 
iht (iultof Cirpentirii, and nf th* north-wtat 
coast. The cOUl blsck Of Moreton Bay ia a 
tne wall made man. and to ia th* coast black 
of lb* Alligator Rivet. 

Farther in tha interioi be i* generally not so 
well fed, and has conaequBntly a weaker freme; 
but when thete is abundant toad tbt call v. of 
the Inland c.unlry .* not inferior in 
in thai of i be coast, and Captain Stuit 
hie ichthy op h agist friends a. equally well mid* 
■nditiong. T eneiiret of the gulf we met 
wiih were ruber slim, but very initlligant. 
Li th* inlerinr lb* ftmiliea were more teat, 
lered. tha tiilies smsller. the Lnttrmiaing be- 
tween each other wu lees re^ld. 

Mr, Eyre remarked, that at th* south caul 
the presence of mlivet does not Indies!* a sup- 
ply, or at Lean an abundance of water. This, I 
think, cnaybeihr case at tht Ma eoul, w here 
an etiundant aupply of food canilully invites 
the natives, who are eonljuenllT trelned frnrw 
eliildhood to do with th* small**! possible 
quantity of viur, In the intttior ths rites and 
burning! olgmu were almost invtiisbly the 
indicationa of en approach to water. At ibr 
Alligator Hirers the niiivta generally resorted 
lo wills, which ihey had dug along the out 
Lim a ot large plains, which abounded nol only 
with animal but alto with vegetable, food. 

In lhaii habin thett wet* decided dif- 
fe-reneca. In tbr firat aeeount of n.y journey, 
published in the IteralH snd ,4u;Iro/un news- 
papers. I hive alluded to ihe remarkable tua- 
toia of circumciaiou of the uativu of tb* gulf 
of Carpentaria, Raving compared my noiu, 
1 i ind that the cub lorn wu only obieived it 
the wrat.ide of the gulf; but Ciptiiu Flin- 
ders mentions it .a thiruttriltio of all lb* 
natives ol ihe gulf uf Carpentaria, 

AltheMncirihurnciiilltiwihetximmtrreng, 
which is unknown at tbe Alligaloi Riven and 
Poit Euin|toa, where the throwing eiick and 
the goose apetri n c ihe mesni of obt.ining 
|Hme, and the enmmon apeat made of wood or 
strong reeda, and headed with a sharp quart- 
sou stone, form tlierrmeam of offence snd de- 
fence. The barbed apes r, sir her on on* lid* or 
on both, snd apeari jigged with iharp pieces 
of qunrtr. were alao common. Kangaroo net. 
rn.de of tbe bilk of the koorsrain fiureulie 
heicrophjlla), nen of varioui sins for flahlng 
were found in the camps of nitires. At Port 
E.aingiorr tbtlr bukct* tr* made of the fibres 
of die young | andsnua leaf.

Tht limited cuetom of ciicumciaion ia indeed 
ezceedingly rcmitkitt-e, ind it* appratanc* it 
tht Oulf of C*r ntn tana, ind at thr lautb-CDasi 
uf Auitrslia, make* • migration id tribe* veiy 
probable.
